of Piſcatagua River. The Night was ſo dark that 
they could diſcern no Land; and the Sea running 
very high, ſoon heav'd the Veſlel along Side of the 
Rock, where, ſtill continuing to make a free Paſ- \ 
ſage over them, and the Ship therewith exceſſively 
labouring, they could no longer keep the Decks; 
and therefore the Maſter calling down all Hands, 
ſpent a few Minutes in the Cabbin in earneſtly ſub- 
plicating Mercy; and then, exhorting one and all 
to uſe their utmoſt Efforts to cut the Maſts by the 
Board, he re-aſcended the Deck with ſuch as had 
Preſence of Mind to aſſiſt him, and cutting the 7.

And now, as the laſt Reſource of Hope, they 
began to reſolve upon compoſing a Raft, capable 
of bearing two Men; a Project all along mightily 

urged by a S e, a ſtout, brave Fellow, that had 
unhappily loſt the Uſe of both his Feet by the 
Froſt ſince he came upon the Rock; and here 
again opend a new Scene of Labour and Difficul- 
ty, to build this without Tools, and, almoſt, with- 
out Hands; however, at length, after abundance 
of Toil in clearing the Fore-yard from Junk, they 
ſplit it in the Midſt, and conſtitating the two 
Parts for Side- pieces, twelve Foot long, interfix d 
pars, cover'd with the lighteſt Plank, four Foot 
broad, firſt Spiking, and then Seizing them firm; 
a ſhort Maſt was alſo fix d, with a Sail made of 
two Hammocks driven on Shore, a Paddle was 
likewiſe provided for each Man, and a ſpare. one 
made faſt to the Raft in Caſe of Neceſſity. Du- 
ring the 5 or 6 Days 'Time, wherein this Work 
was compleating, the Sede frequently importun'd 


the Malter to accompany him in the Attempt; 
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yet giving him to underſtand, that if he refus'd, 
another was ready to embrace the Offer, 'The 
Maſter, deliberately weighing the Difficulties of 
the Adventure, judgd them, rationally ſpeaking, 
un ſurmountable; conſidering that Perſons already 
ſo much reduced, muſt in ſo ſevere a Seaſon, fit 
up to the Waſte in Water, 10 or 12 Hours at 
leaſt, with the utmoſt Favour of Wind, Tide and 
Weather, and therefore reſolv'd to decline it; but, 
out of Prudence, conceal'd his Reaſons and Reſo- 
lutions, till Opportunity preſented to put the De- 
ſign in Execucion. N e 
At this Time they ſaw a Sail coming out of 
Piſcataqua River, about 7 Leagues to the Mes- 
ward, to whom they endeavour d to manifeſt them- 
felves by all poſſible Devices; but the Wind being 
N. W. and the Ship ſtanding to the Eaſtward, 
was preſently out of Sight, to a Renewal of their 
Mortification. EDO, e 
The next being a moderate Day, and a ſmall 
Breeze of Wind in the Afternoon fitting right on 
Shore, and the Raft now intirely finiſh'd, the 
Swede, and his Companion, that deſir'd to go up- 
on the Maſter's Refuſal, were very ſollicitous to 
have the Raft launch d, in order to purſue their 
Enterprize; the Mate, on the contrary, as ſtrenu- 
ouſly oppoſing it, in regard to its being ſo late as 


o 


two in the Afternoon; but they replying, it was 


full Moon, and light Nights, and redoubling their 
Entreaties, extorted the Maſter's Conſent. Firſt, 
then, with earneſt Prayers committing them and 
their Deſign to the Divine Bleſſing, afterwards they 
launch'd the Raft, and both of them being placed 
upon it, the Swell of the Sea going high, maugre 


all their Endeavours, overſet the Raft, as hereto-

fore the Boat, and away went the Maſt and Sail ; 
the Swede, being an excellent Swimmer, ſoon re- 
cover'd the Shore, and little regarded it ; but the 
other, unskill'd in that Art, continued a while un- 
der Water, and upon his Appearance, being drag- 
ged to Land by the Maſter, was too much dif- 
couraged to make a ſecond Eſſay. The Maſter 
then deſir d the Swede to aſſiſt in getting the Raft 
out of the Water, in Order to wait a more fa- 
vourable Opportunity; but the Swede, perſiſting in 
his Reſolution, tho' unable to ſtand upon his Feet, 
and, as he was kneeling on the Rock, caught hold 


on the Maſter's Hand, and with much Vehemen- 


cy, beſeeching him to accompany him, ſaid, I am 
ſure I muſt die; however, I have great Hopes of 
being the Means of preſerving your Life, and the 
reſt of the People's; if you will not go with me, I 
beg your Aſſiſtance to turn the Raft, and help 
me upon it, for I am reſolutely bent to venture, 
even tho by myſelf alone. The Maſter us'd far- 
ther Diſſuaſives, repreſenting the Impoſſibility of 
reaching the main Land in twice the Time they 
might have done before they were diſarm'd of 
their Maſt and Sail; but the Swede remain'd in- 
flexible, affirming, with Imprecations, I had rather 
periſh in the Sea, than continue one more Day in 
this miſerable Condition. By this Time another, ani- 
mated by his Example, offering to to with him, 


the Maſter conſented, and giving them ſome Mo- 


ney, that accidentally was in his Pocket, fix'd 
them on the Raft, and help'd to launch them off 


from the Rock, committing them to the Mercy 


of the Seas, under the Care of divine Providence. 


Their laſt Words at parting were very moving, |

lige all the People to join in Prayers for us as long 
as you can ſee us. All to a Man crept out of the 
Tent at this doleful Separation, and perform'd 
their Requeſt with much Devotion. About Sun-fet 
they judgd them half Way to Land, and hop'd 
they might gain the Shore by two in the Morn- 
ing; but in the Night the Wind blew very hard, 
and two Days after the Raft was found on Shore, 
about a Mile diſtant from the Dead Body of the 
other Man, driven likewiſe on Shore with his Pad- 
dle ſtill faſt to his Wriſt, but ſo much worn, as 
ſhew'd he had labour'd hard, but the bold Swede 
was never ſeen more. SE 
The Maſter had appointed theſe Adventurers to 
procure a Fire, to be made in the Woods, on a 
certain Hill, within Ken of this deſolate Iſland, 
as a Signal of their getting alive on Shore, and 
the others expeditious Relief; and two Days after 
a Smoke ariſing from that Quarter, and daily con- 
tinuing, tho upon a different Occaſion, was yet 
with Reaſon, interpreted by them as a Token of 
ſpeedy Deliverance. This Fluſh of Hope, under 
God, ſubſerv'd for a Time to ſupport them, ac- 
counting for the Delay by the Difficulty of pro- 
curing a Veſſel, and the freezing up of the Ri- 
vers, common in ſuch an Inclemency of this Sea- 
fon of the Year; but at laſt, Famine, deaf to all 
Remonſtrances, began anew to excite Impatience. 

The Spring-Tide, ſo juſtly dreaded, was now, 
God be thanked, ſafely over; however, one In- 
convenience follow'd; the Water's not falling fo 
low as before, depriv'd them, in a good Meaſure,

During the 
Froſt, they preferr'd the eating of Ice, which is 
freſh, tho congeal'd from Salt-water ; this the 
Malter brought in great Lumps to the Side of the 
Tent, and every Man took what he pleaſed. They 
drank their Water out of a Powder-horn, and ap- 
plied another to the Uſe of the, diſeaſed in the Tent. 
At this Time the Maſter ſet the Infirm, and other- 
wiſe uſeleſs Hands, to open Junk, and with the Rope 
Yarn, drawn from thence, thatch'd the Tent, ac- 
cording to the beſt of his Skill in that Science; this 
ſerv'd to turn off 2 or 3 Hours Rain, and Skreen 
them from the Aſperities of the cold cutting 
Winds. Of this Oakum likewiſe the Maſter made

Swathing Bands, in which he ſwath'd up himſelf 
at Night, when he threw off his wet Cloaths, and 
obliging his Boy, ſwath'd in the ſame Manner, to 
lie upon him; this Device contributed much to the 


| Conſervation of his Healt g. 


About the latter End of December, the Carpen- 
ter, a fat Man, naturally of a dull, heavy, phleg- 
matick Conſtution, and aged about 47, always 
very ill from his firſt coming on Shore, and had 
ſince loſt the Uſe of his Feet, now, in particular, 
complain'd of an exceſſive Pain in his Back, and 
Stiffneſs in his Neck; and, moreover, was almoſt 
ſuffocated with an Inundation of Phlegm. He 
ſoon grew ſpeechleſs, tho retaining lis Senſes, and 


drawing near to his End, in all Apprehenſion, they 


prayed over him; and in all Things, to the beſt 
of their Power, were ſerviceable to him in his laſt 
Moments. Dying that Night, his Body remain'd 
in the Tent till the Morning, when the Maſter, 
as uſual, going out in Queſt of Proviſions, order'd 
the People to remove the Corps to ſome Diſtance. 
Finding Part of a green Hide, faſten'd to a Piece 
of the Main-yard, newly thrown up by the Sea, 
he firſt endeavour to eat it, but his Teeth made 
no Impreſſion; at Noon returning, the Men im- 
portun'd him to bring it into the Tent, and mincing 
it ſmall, it was ſoon ſwallow'd down with a voraci- 
ous Appetite. 'The Maſter then, obſerving the Car- 
caſs not carried off, began to expoſtulate warmly, 
demanding the Reaſon of their Diſobedience: They 
excus d themſelves on the Score of Inability; im- 
puting this to their Want of Spirit and Reſolu- 
tion, already the Cauſe of much Chagrin and Fa- 
tigue to him, and Miſchief to themſelves; he 
gave them a Rope, bidding them make it faſt 1 1

he eſſay d to draw it out himſelf; but was ſoon 
convincd of the Decay of his Strength, by not 
being able to ſtir it. Another however aſliſting, the 


| the Tent. The Maſter afterwards, returning into 
| the Tent, with his Powers enervated by this violent 
= FExertion of himſelf, and his Mind oppreſſed with 
I the moſt acute Senſe of the various Miſeries they 
were involvd in, occaſionally reinforced by the 
preſent Melancholick Inſtance, was ready to expire 
with Faintneſs and Anguiſh ; and placing himſelf 
ſo as to. receive ſome Refreſhment by Sleep, he 
obſerv'd an unuſual Air of Intentneſs in the Coun- 
tenances of all the People; when after ſome Pauſe, 
Mr. Whitworth, a young Gentleman, his Mother's 


an Affluence as to deſpiſe common Food, as he then 
with Remorſe of Conſcience acknowledg'd, began 
in the Name of the Aſſembly, to court the Maſter's 


the Matter of their Nouriſhment; and was imme- 
diately ſeconded by a great Majority, three only 
oppoling, on account of their eſteeming it a heinous 


and concluded upon in the Maſter's Abſence, 
and the preſent Method concerted of making it 
known by a Gentleman reputed ta be much in his 
Favour. The Maſter remain'd in his former Poſture, 
obſerving an invincible Silence, whilſt they were 


for nothing that ever befel him from the Day of his 
Birth, no not the Dread and Diſtreſs of his Soul 
upon quitting the Wreck, when he did not expect 
to live a Minute, was fo amazingly ſhocking, as

the Corps, and his Spirits being ſtill in a Ferment, 


| dead Body, at length, was hauld a few Paces from 


darling Son, delicately educated, amidſt ſo great 
Concurrence in converting the Humane Carcaſs into 


Sin, This Affair had been thus conſulted, 


urging their Deſires with irreſiſtible Vehemence ; 
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this unexpected Propoſal ; but, after a ſhort Inter- 
val, reſuming his Reaſon, and concealing his In- 
firmity for Decency's Sake, he maturely weighing 
all Circumſtances, pronounc'd in Favour of the 


Majority, arguing the Improbability of its being a 


Sin to eat Human Fleſh in a Caſe of ſuch Neceſſi- 
ty, provided they were no ways acceſſary to the 
taking away of Life. The Maſter then acquieſ- 
cing, on Condition of throwing into the Sea the 
Skin, and all Parts diſcovering it to be Human ; 
and receiving from Time to Time their reſpective 
Portions, according to his Preſcription, the People 
appear'd in a Tranſport of Joy ; but all to a Man 


excuſed themſelves from engaging in ſo odious 4 


Work ; alledging their Inability of abiding ſo long 
in the Cold, and therefore moſt humbly implor'd 


the Continuance of his good Offices, even in this 
very diſagreeable Inſtance, The Maſter took this 
extremely ill, and refus'd a good while to comply ; 


but, at laſt, their inceſſant Prayers and Tears pre- 
vail'd, and by cloſe of the Day, with another's 
Aſſiſtance, he had diſpatch'd this very nauſeous 
and difficult Task. A few thin Slices, waſh'd in 
Salt-water, were brought into the Tent, and given 
to every one, with a good Quantity of Rockweed 
to ſupply the Place of Bread. 'The firſt Piece the 


Maſter eat, was Part of the Griſtles that compoſe 


the Breaſt, having the Fleſh ſcrap'd clean off; for 
his Stomach, as yet, abominated the loathſome 
Diet, tho' his importunate Appetite had, more 
than once, led him to ſurvey with a longing Eye 


the Extremities of his ſore Fingers, and a Day or 


two before compell'd him to taſte his own Excre- 
ments. 'The Mate, and two other Oppoſers refus'd 
to partake of the Fleſh that Night, but were the 


firſt 
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firſt next Morning to beg an equal Share in the 


common Allowance. The Maſter, to prevent Diſ- 
pute, diſtributed it by Lot, with the utmoſt Impar- 
tiality ; and to take off any Averſion, enjoin'd them 
to call it Beef; tho' this laſt Precaution was need- 


leſs, ſince they devour'd it in a rapacious Manner, | 


and crav'd greater Quantities than conſiſted with 
Health, and the Extent of their ſmall Stock ; and 
in a few Days, lame and infirm as they were, he 
found himſelf oblig'd to remove the Pieces and 


Quarters to a craggy Eminency of difficult Acceſs, 


and likewiſe to hold a ſtricter Hand, and exerciſe 
all the Authority he had taken at their Requeſt 
over them, which their preſent Impotence, and his 
comparative Strength impower'd him to maintain ; 
for on a ſudden, he perceiv'd an Alteration in their 


Diſpoſitions, infinitely to the worſe, from a quiet, 


peaceable, affectionate 'Temper ; a reſign'd, ſub- 
miſſive, religious Frame of Mind; the Majority 
grew fierce, brutiſh, barbarous, impatient in their 
Afflictions, and refractory to Command, uſing ill 
Language, Oaths and Imprecations ; ſo that the 
Maſter almoſt repented he had not turnd the dead 
Carcaſs adrift in the Sea, inſtead of reſerving it for 


Food, ſince attended with ſuch deteſtable Effects; 


however, this Deportment convinc'd him of the 
_ abſolute Neceſſity of keeping a ſtrict Watch over 


the Remainder of the Body, fince he had Reaſon 


to apprehend future Want would drive them to 
ſacrifice one another's Lives to their inexorable 
Hunger; and the Prolongation of their Miſeries a 
few Days would infallibly have terminated in the 
dreadful Event. 'This Nutriment had alſo an ill 
Effect upon their Ulcers and Sores, endangering a 
Mortification more than ever; and herein the 

Maſter 
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ing the Tent, Boat, and Raft, and a daily Ac- 


| diſtempered Part, firſt cleanſed and waſhed with 


| and, peradventure, from ſomething of this Kind, 


for Life with the Loſs of a Limb; the Maſter, thro' 
| Sympathy with them, and Concern at the ill Suc- 


FFF 
Maſter incurr'd as great a Riſque as any, having 
the Ends of his Fingers torn, and his Nails diſlo- | 
cated, on his firſt Recovering the Rock, and they 


had ever fince been conſtantly employed in build- 


quiſition of Victuals, Oc. without either Eaſe or 
Medicine to- ſupply and heal them. To remedy 
this Inconvenience, the Maſter tried an Experiment 
of his own Conception, that ſufficiently anſwer'd 
the Intention, g. He applied Plaiſterwiſe to the 


Salt-water, the Fat taken off from the Kidneys 
of the deceaſed, reduced to a proper Conſiſtence, 
by working it with a Stone, on a ſmooth Place of 
the Rock ; and this prov'd a cooling, mollifying 
Medicament, giving much Eaſe to the Patient, 


improved by the Hands of the Learned, may be 
prepared an excellent Digeſtive 
The cloſe of the old Year left them in a moſt 
forlorn Condition; the Maſter's Brother attacked 
with Convulſive Fits, and frozen in ſeveral Fingers; 
Mr. Whitworth, his Friend, in both his Feet, ſo 
that he oft expreſſed himſelf willing to compound 


ceſs of every Enterprize for Deliverance, together 
with the daily Care and Fatigue unavoidably 
revolving upon him, became diminiſhed in his 
Strength, and diſſipated in the Faith and Reſolu- 

tion of his Mind; the reſt of the People, half 
frozen, more than half famiſhed, diſtempered, ul- 
cerous ; deſpairing, unable to help themſelves; yet 
murmuring, prophane and blaſphemous. In a Word, 
labouring under a Complication of the greateſt 
65 | D Ca Evils, 


Vils, Cold, Diſeaſes, Famine, Proſpect of Death, 
and Dread of Damnation. | 

But the Almighty, whoſe Mercies endure for 
ever, was graciouſly pleaſed to extend his unde- 


ſerved Favour, for on the ſecond of Fanuary, in- 


the Morning, as the Maſter was creeping out af 


the Tent, he ſaw a Shallop half Way from Shore, 
ſtanding directly towards the Rock, under a brisk 


Gale of Wind, and immediately crying out, a Sail, 
a Sail, unable to utter more thro' an Extaſy of 
Joy ; not a Soul amongſt them, how weak and 


infirm ſoever, but inſtantly thruſt out his Head to | 


| ſee ſo deſirable a Sight; and to expreſs the Rap- 


tures diffuſed throughout the whole Company, | 


upon the Proſpe& of ſo ſudden and unexpected a 


Deliverance, outſtrips the Powers of Tongue and | 


Mind ; 'twas Life from the Dead. 'The Maſter 
kept walking on the Rock to direct their good and 
welcome Friends to the propereſt Anchorage; but 
they not underſtanding his Signs, let go in a very 
different Place, about 100 Yards S. W. off of the 


Hand, the Swell of the Sea not permitting a nearer 


Approach, their Anchor coming Home, they were 


obliged to weigh, and ſtand off 'till Noon, in Ex- 


pectation of ſmoother Water on the Flood; in the 
mean 'Time the weak and diſorder'd Minds of the 


poor Creatures on the Rock were ſtrangely hurry'd | 
with fluctuating Paſſions, thro' Fears of Miſcarriage, 


and Hopes of Deliverance. | 
At Flood the Veſſel coming nigh, caſt Anchor 


by the Maſter's Directions in a commodious Place, | 


within Call of the Ifland ; where the Maſter gave 
them an Account of their Miſeries in every Re- 
ſpect, except the Want of Proviſions ; concealing 
this, leaſt an Apprehenſion of being conſtrain d to 


abide 
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abide on the Rock, thro any Extremity of We 
ther, ſhould deter them from coming on Shore to 
their Aſſiſtance: obferving alſo, they were unpro- 
vided of a proper Boat to carry them off, he ear- 


neſtly requeſted them to furniſh him with Fire, if 


they could not poſſibly accompliſh their immediate 


Deliverance. Hoiſting out a ſmall Canoe, one Man 
the Rock with abundance 


came off, and gaining 
of Difficulty, the Maſter aſſiſted to haul the Boat 


on Shore, and perceiving no Eatables therein, en- 
quir'd of the Man, if he could help him to Fire? 
He replied in the Affirmative, after ſome Heſitation 
occaſioned by his Aſtoniſnment at the Maſter's 
thin and meagre Aſpect. Several other Queſtions 
being alternately reſolv'd, as, What Day of the 
| Week it was, (5c. and, in particular, a Relation 
made of the Manner of finding the Raft and dead 


Corps, which mov'd the Government to ſend them 
out on the preſent Deſign ; as they were paſſing on 
towards the Tent, the Man caſting his Eye on the 


Remains of the Fleſh, expoſed to the Froſt on the 
Summit of the Rock, expreſſed his Satisfaction at 
their not being deſtitute of Proviſions; and the 


Maſter acquieſced in the Juſtice of his Sentiments, 
without unravelling the Myſtery. Arriving at the 


Tent he was perfectly affrighted at the ghaſtly Fi- 


gure of ſo many diſmal Objects, with long Beards, 


nothing but Skin and Bone; wild ſtaring Eyes, and 


Countenances, fierce, barbarous, unwaſhed, and 


infected with humane Gore. After kindling a Fire, 


with much Labour, the Maſter accompanied the 


Man to his Boat, intending to go on Board with 


him, and afterwards ſend for the Reſt, one or two 
at a Time, and carry them all off that Night: 


both getting in, the Sea drove the Canoe with 
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cover d the Shallop with Difficulty ; having ſole 
Jy afſur'd them at parting, of coming again the 
next Day with better Accommodations, if Weather 
 permirted. 1 . „ 
Now again, as an Allay to their newly conceivd 
Joy, they beheld their worthy Friends in the Shal- 
lop, ſtanding away for the Shore without them; 
but the infinitely Wiſe and Good God, whoſe ſole | 
Prerogative it is to appoint the Time, as well as | 
Means of Man's Deliverance, by fruſtrating the pre- 
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Water, whereby the Maſter, ſo greatly reduced in 


his Strength, was a long while unable to recover 
himſelf, and narrowly eſcap'd Drowning. The 
good Man, making a ſecond Attempt alone, 


ſent Appearance, effectually fecur'd the Accomplith- 
ment of their Preſervation, for the Wind coming 
about to S. E. blew very hard, and the Night pro- 
ving exceeding Dark, the Veſſel was ſtranded in 
returning, and the Men, with much Hazard, eſcap- 


ed to the Main Land, but had theſe helpleſs 


Wretches been there, they muſt have periſh'd in 


all probability. Immediately upon their Landing, 


an Expreſs was ſent to Portſmouth, on Piſcata- 
gua River, and the good People there laid hold on 


the firſt fair Weather to haſten to their Relief, In 


the mean Time, tho' they had Reaſon to believe 
their Condition known, and therefore to expect a 
ſpeedy Aſſiſtance; yet their Fleſh being near ſpent, 
the next Day proving Stormy, and the Uncertain- 
ty of ſuch bad Weather's Continuance, all ſerv'd 
to revive their Grief, and exerciſe their Patience ; 


however the Miſery of their Circumſtances was 


much alleviated by the Advantage of Fire to keep 
. them 
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ſuffocated, ſeveral fainting away, and others grew 
extreme Sick; but an opening being made in the 
the Fire; and were ſtatedly relieved every two 
on d by Computation. 
Allowance of Fleſn; and he in part comply d, but 
not to their Satisfaction: In the Night, as ho lay 
amongſt the People, afleep to all Appearance, he 
_ alter perceiv d one creep out of the Tent, and ere 
tho the Fleſh lay at a conſiderable Diſtanee; the 


Rock was rough and uneven, and this very Fellow

2wel conſiſted of Ropes cut thort 3 
Lengths, and brought up to the Tent by the Maſter, Þ3 
At the firſt making of the Fire, no Vent being 
contriv'd for the Smoke, the People were almoſt 


'Top of the Tent, the ill Effect ceaſed, A con- 
ſtant Watch of two at a Time, continually attended 
Hours, tho ſubject to ſome Inequality, being reck 


The Men now urg'd the Maſter, to enlarge their 


overheard the two that had the Watch, whiſpering 
with ſomething of an earneſt Accent; and ſoon 


long returning with a Part of their ſmall Stock, 


for ſome Time paſt, eſpecially when any Thing 
was commanded to be done, had no other Way 


were buſy in broiling their Purchaſe, the Maſter 
ſuddenly ſtarting up, ſeiz'd it, and forthwith ae- 
quainted the whole Company ; it was propoſed to 


then ſtood; they came off with a ſevere Reprimand. 
And now when they came to ſo low an Ebb in 


the Article of Proviſions, that the whole Re 
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pleas'd God, the Wind abated in the Night of the 
3d of January, and early on the 4th in the Morn- 
ing, whilſt at their Devotions, they were agreea- 
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ing out, ſaw a Shallop near the Rock. They came 


to an Anchor, and having a good Canoe, the Maſ- 


ter's much eſteem'd Friends, William Long of Old- 
England, and Jethro Furber of Ner- England, 


of the Fleſh was allotted for the next Repaſt; as it 


d at the Report of a Muſquet, and loox 
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both Maſters of Ships, with three others, ſoon came] 


on Shore, the Maſter ſtanding at the Waterſide to 
receive and welcome them to that deſolate Iſland. 


After firſt Salutations paſt, and learning the ſum- | 


mary State of their Caſe, having look'd about as 
far as Curiolity prompted, they firſt took the Maſ- 
ter on board of the Shallop, and then, being very 
brisk, ſtrong Men, brought the reſt, two or three 
at a time, muſt of them on their Backs, from the 
Tent to the Canoe, tho' none of them were free 
from Vermin; and in two Hours Time they were 

all on board to their worthy Friends Satisfaction, 

and their own inexpreſſible Joy. The firſt Suſte- 
nance they received, was a Bit of Bread and a 
Dram of Rum each, and ſoon after a Meſs of 
Water-Gruel every one, prepar d in ſufficient Quan- 
tity by a charitable Gentlewoman, whoſe Husband 
own'd the Shallop, and this was excellently ac- 
commodated to their Condition, and prov'd of ſin- 
gular Benefit; for the Wind being contrary, and 
blowing a Gale, they were oblig'd to carry much 
Sail, which rendred the poor hunger - ſtarved 
Wretches extremely Sea-ſick; and the Water- 
Gruel promoting a Facility in vomiting, ſerv'd to 


_ cleanſe their Stomachs, after which they grew ex- 


ceſſively hungry and ravenous, 
In 
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In the Cloſe of the Evening they got within the 
Mouth of Piſcataqua River; and the Maſter hir d 
a Canoe to carry Mr. Whitworth and himſelf to 
their Lodgings at Mr, Furber's with greater Expe- 
dition. By eight a-Clock they landed, and the + 


e | Maſter being ſhewed the Houſe, ran directly in, to 
- | the terrible Afrightment of the Gentlewoman and 
- | her Children, who took the firſt Opportunity of 
5 making a fair Eſcape, and left all to his Diſcretion ; 
© | and he, tho emaciated to a Skeleton, yet being 
D in perfect Health, was unmercitully hungry, and 
|. | therefore taking Occaſion to rummage the Pot on 
the Fire, found the Contents to be Beef and Tur- 
nips, reſolving thereupon to ſtand Cook tor once; 
before the Men that row'd them up arriv'd with 
Mr. Whitworth, whom they were oblig d to carry, 
he had taken up the Turnips and ſpread them on 
the Table to render them Mouth-meat, and ſome 
ſmall Portion he had already ſecured in his Belly ; 
but the People unacceptably intervening, reſtrain'd 
him from eating any more at that time. The Miſtreſs 
of the Family, learning who they were, return'd 
to the Houſe, and the Maſter, with his Friend, 
was put into a Room apart. Soon aſter they were 
viſited by Mr. Packer, Practitioner in Phyſick and 
Surgery, by eſpecial Order of the Government, 
whoſe Adminiſtrators, by an Exceſs of Generoſity, 
had ſent out, that Day, two other Veſlels to their 
{ Aſſiſtance in Caſe of Neceflity ; and now, in farther 
N Proſecution of the ſame Pious and Charitable Care, 
Lodgings, Food and Nurſes were provided for the 
People, during their Infirmity, Cloaths, Linnen 
0 and Woollen, given them upon their Recovery, 
all at the publick Expence: And had not their 
unworthy, intemperate Behaviour, plainly 9 =_ 
' them 
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them to be guilty of Ingratitude towards God and 
Diſregard to Man, they were upon the Point of 


receiving yet farther Inſtances of their Charity and 
Chriſtian Compaſſion. The Gentlemen, moſt for- 


wards the Diſtreſs d, were, the ever to be reſpect- 


ed Fohn Plaiſted and ohn Montworth Eſqrs. to 


their own conſiderable private Charge, tho' the 
Maſter and Mr. VWhitevorth, having ſufficient Cre- 
dit, bore their own Expences. 
A limited Diet and requiſite Purges being admi- 
niſtred, in proceſs of Time all recover'd, tho' every 


one, excepting the Maſter, loſt the Uſe of Fingers 
or Toes, or ſome other Part of his Body; and in 
particular, the Maſter's Boy ſuffer'd the Loſs of a 
Foot. At the firſt Publication of this Narrative, 
the Maſter, the Mate, and Mr. JVhitworth were 

all in England; but, in a Courſe of Twenty Seven 

Years ſince, the Maſter alone ſurvives of all that 


he particularly knew. 5 
And now, after ſuch an Interval of Time, to do 


Juſtice to the Names and Memories of thoſe bene- 


ficent Gentlemen, whoſe admir'd Humanity on this 
Occaſion, deſerves Applauſe and Imitation through- 


out ſucceeding Ages; and in Order to perpetuate 
the Remembrance of the gracious Proceedings of 
Divine Providence in its admirable Conduct towards 
them, the Maſter, in Purſuance of his Deſign, 
begun in 1727, continues to diſtribute annually, a 


certain Number of theſe Narratives on board the 
Ships, trading in and to New-FEngland, hoping 
(with a Divine Bleſſing) it may prove of Service 


to reclaim ſome of the unthinking Part of his own 
Fraternity, 
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ward in promoting this generous Benevolence to- | 
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
